The  International  Orange  Travelling  Certificate,  issued  by  the 
Imperial  Grand  Orange  Council  of  the  World,  and  which  can  be  used  by  active 
members  in  entering  any  Lodge  of  the  Society  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Imperial  Orange  Council,  can  now  be  obtained  from  the  Imperial  Grand  Sec- 
retary's  Office. 

International  Travelling  Certificates  can  now  be  obtained  from  Grand  Sec- 
retaries and  Provincial  and  State  Grand  Secretaries  by  Primary  Lodges.  They 
will  not  be  sent  direct  to  private  members.  These  Certificates  are  handsomely 
got  up  in  book  form  with  cloth  cover,  convenient  to  carry,  and  not  easily 
soiled  or  damaged.  They  are  issued  by  the  authority  of  the  Imperial  Grand 
Orange  Council  for  the  special  purpose  of  encouraging  intervisitation  between 
bona  fide  members  of  different  Grand,  Provincial,  and  State  Grand  Lodges, 
and  are  to  prevent  imposition  on  the  Order.  A  Travelling  Certificate  issued 
by  a  Lodge  to  a  Brother  is  evidence  of,  and  a  receipt  for  dues  to  the  date  filled  in 
on  the  face  of  the  Certificate.  Orders  for  Certificates  must  be  accompanied  by 
the  cash,  and  must  be  under  the  seal  of  some  Lodge. 

Secretaries  of  Grand  Lodges  are  cautioned  against  sending  out  Certificates 
to  Primary  Lodges,  unless  they  are  assured  the  order  is  genuine,  and  they  are 
positive'  the  order  is  through  the  officials   of  the  Primary  Lodge. 

The  price  of  Certificates  is  $2.40  (10  shillings)  per  doz.  to  Grand,  Provin- 
cial or  State  Grand  Lodges,  postage  paid,  from  Office  of  Imperial  Grand  Secre- 
tary. The  price  to  Primary  Lodges  is  30  cents  (is.  3d.)  .each,  postage  paid, 
from  Office  of  Grand,  Provincial,  or  State  Grand  Lodge.

FIRST    DAY 


Victoria  Hall,  County  Orange  Building, 

Toronto,  Monday,  July  16th,   1906. 

The  Fourteenth  Triennial  Session  of  the  Imperial  Grand  Orange  Council 
-of  the  Orange  Association  of  the  World  convened  in  the  Victoria  Hall  County 
Orange  Buildings,  Toronto,  Canada,  this  day  at  eleven  o'clock  a.m. 

The  meeting  was  called  for  ten  o'clock,  but  in  order  to  give  brethren  living 
at  a  distance  the  opportunity  of  being  present  at  the  opening  of  the  meeting, 
business  was  not  begun  till  an  hour  later. 

Owing  to  the  lamented  death  of  the  late  Bro.  William  Young,  Imp.  Grand 
President,  the  Imp.  First  Vice-President,  Bro.  Robert  Burns,  of  Toronto,  assumed 
the  duties  of  President,  and  occupied  the  chair. 

Injthe  absence  of  some  of  the  officers  of  the  Council,  the  following  brethren 
were  appointed  officers  pro  tern  by  the  President,  viz.,  Bro.  James  H.  Scott, 
O.M.  of  Ont.  W.,  Imp.  First  Vice-President;  Bro.  Wm.  J.  Calvin,  P.G.M.  of  N.Y., 
Imp.  2nd  Vice-President,  and  to  occupy  the  Deputy  Chair  ;  Bro.  Rev.  William 
Walsh,  G.C.  of  B.A.,  Imp.  Grand  Chaplain;  Bro.  Rev.  G.  M.  Black,  D.G.C.  of 
I.,  Imp.  D.G.  Chaplain;  Bro.  Thos.  Stewart,  P.G.M.  of  N.Y.,  Imp.  Grand  Treas. ; 
Bro.  William  Lee,  G.S.  of  Ont.  W.,  and  Bro.  Joseph  Cloughley,  A.G.S.  of  S., 
Imp.  Grand  Auditors;  Bro.  Robert  F.  Brown,  P.G.M.  of  111.,  Imp.  Grand  Direc- 
tor of  Ceremonies ;  Bro.  Thomas  Gilday,  G.M.  of  Que.,  and  Bro.  Wm.  McCormick, 
O.M.  of  S.,  Imp.  Grand  Lecturers.;  Bro.  J.  T.  Stewart,  Jr. ,  Newburgh , 
Inside  Tyler,  and  Bro.  William  Crawford,  Toronto,  Outside  Tyler. 

The  Imp.  Grand  Director  of  Ceremonies  having  ascertained  that  all  present 
were  entitled  to  remain,  the  Imp.  Grand  Chaplain  conducted  the  religious 
services,  after  which  the  Imp.  Grand  President  declared  the  Imperial  Grand 
Council  opened  in  proper  form  for  the  transaction  of  business.

Orange  Lodge  of  Scotland  was  read  by  the  Imp.  Grand  Secretary,  as  follows  :

The  Imperial  Grand  President  appointed  Bros.  Fred  Dane,  Joseph  Cloughley, 
and  William  Lee,  a  Committee  for  the  purpose  of  .supplying  the  Press  with  such 
information  as  they  may  deem  advisable  in  regard  to  the  proceedings  of  this 
Grand  Council,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Imperial  Grand  President. 

Moved  by  Bro.  William  Lee,  G.S.  of  Ont.  W.,  seconded  by  Bro.  J.  F.  Harper, . 
G.  L.  of  B.  A.,  and 

Resolved, — That  the  Imp.  Grand  President  appoint  the  Committee  to  draft 
the  various  Standing  Committees. 

The  Imp.  Grand  President  accordingly  appointed  the  following  as  such 
Committee  :  Bros.  David  Graham,  P.G.M.,  United  States  ;  Joseph  Cloughley, 
A.G.S.,  Scotland  ;  James  H.  Scott,  G.M.,  Ontario  West  ;  Duncan  Monroe,  P.G.M., 
Ontario  East,  and  James  Davidson,  A.D.G.S.,  Ireland. 

Bro.  William  Lee,  on  behalf  of  the  Mayor  and  Corporation  of  the  City  of 
Toronto,  extended  an  invitation  to  all  the  delegates  for  a  drive  around  the  City 
in  the  afternoon. 

Moved  by  Bro.  William  Lee,  G.  S.,  0,W.,  seconded  by  Bro.  Rev.  G.M.  Black, 
D.G.C.  of  I.,  and 

Resolved, — That  the  Grand  Council  accept  the  invitation  of  the  Mayor  and 
Corporation,  and  for  that  purpose  the  Council  adjourn  at  4  o'clock  p.m. 

Address  of  Welcome.  * 

At  this  stage  Mayor  Emerson  Coatsworth,  accompanied  by  Alderman  J.  j. 
Graham,  Chairman  of  the  Civic  Reception  Committee,  arrived  for  the  purpose  of 
paying  an  official  visit  on  behalf  of  the  Council  of  the  Corporation  of  the  City 
of  Toronto,  to  the  Imperial  Grand  Orange  Council. 

The  Mayor  and  Alderman  Graham,  being  members  of  the  Order,  were  form- 
ally introduced  by  W.  Bros.  William  Lee,  G.S.  of  O.W.,  and  John  Hewitt,  G.T. 
of  O.W.,  and  after  the  usual  salutations,  addresses  were  delivered  by  both  the 
brethren,  in  course  of  which  they  gave  the  delegates  a  hearty  welcome  to  the  Queen 
City  of  the  West,  and  extending  to  them  the  freedom  of  the  City  they  also 
formally  presented  the  invitation  to  the  delegates  for  the  drive  around  the  City 
in  the  afternoon. 

At  the  request  of  the  Imp.  Grand  President,  the  addresses  were  fittingly 
replied  to  by  W.  Bro.  E.  T.  Essery,  D.G.M.  of  Ont.  West,  in  his  usual  happy 
manner. 

The  Imperial  Grand  President,  Bro.  Robert  Burns,  from  the  chair  read  the 
following  address  : 
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President's  Address. 

Toronto,  July  16th,  1906. 

Brethren, — To-day  we  are  assembled  in  the  City  of  Toronto,  the  Queen  City 
of  the  West,  and  the  Belfast  of  Canada.  This  is  third  meeting  of  the  Triennial 
Council  held  in  this  city,  the  first  meeting  being  held  in  July,  1870,  and  the 
second  in  the  year  1891.  On  the  previous  occasions  Toronto's  brethren  were 
happy  to  greet  the  delegates  of  the  Orange  world,  and  on  this  occasion  our  greet- 
ing is  no  less  welcome  and  sincere. 

To-day  we  meet  under  the  shadow  of  a  great  loss.  Bro.  William  Young 
who  should  have  occupied  this  chair  is  now  no  more.  Bro.  Young,  was 
49  years  a  member  of  the  Order  in  Scotland.  He  was  born  in  Maybole,  Ayrshire, 
the  cradle  of  Orangeism  in  that  part  of  the  United  Kingdom.  For  25  years  he 
was  Senior  D.  G.  M.  of  the  Grand  Orange  Lodge  of  Scotland.  In  1900  he  was 
elected  to  the  Grand  Master's  chair,  and  in  1903  at  the  Council  meeting  in  Dublin 
he  was  elected  President  of  this  Council.  On  Friday,  6th  inst.,  at  the  age  of  67 
he  passed  away.  It  was  with  feelings  of  sincere  and  deep  regret  we  learned  the 
sad  tidings,  and  to-day  the  sympathy  of  this  Council  and  of  the  brethren  through- 
out the  world  goes  out  to  his  daughter  and  relatives  in  their  sore  bereavement. 

In  Canada  a  leader  in  Israel  has  fallen.  The  Angel  of  Death  has  beckoned 
away  one  of  our  foremost  and  staun chest  Orange  brethren.  I  refer  to  our  late 
Bro.  E.  F.  Clarke,  of  this  city,  who  was  known  throughout  and  beyond  this  vast 
Dominion  for  the  great  and  noble  work  he  did  to  advance  our  Orange  Order. 
To  his  widow  and  family  we  also  extend  our  sympathy.  I  would  suggest  that 
the  Secretary  of  this  Triennial  Council  convey  to  the  relatives  of  each  the  con- 
dolence of  the  brethren  with  them  in  the  loss  they  have  sustained. 

Amongst  the  work  accomplished  during  the  past  three  years  was  the  forma- 
tion of  the  new  Grand  Lodge  of  British  South  Africa,  which  we  hope  will  flourish 
and  tend  to  the  advancement  of  our  Order  in  that  part  of  the  world. 

The  dispute  between  the  rival  Grand  Lodges  in  Queensland,  I  am  happy  to 
state,  has  been  amicably  settled  and  a  warrant  has  been  issued  to  the  Grand 
Lodges  of  Australia,  Tasmania,  and  New  Zealand,  forming  them  into  a  council 
to  be  known  as  "  The  Grand  Council  of  Australasia." 

In  the  motherland  and  sister  colonies  the  Orange  flag  still  waves  triumphant- 

The  brethren  are  well  aware  of  the  good  work  being  done  in  the  Maritime 
Provinces  in  the  East,  as  well  as  in  Eastern  and  Western  Ontario.  To  the  west,, 
where  lies  Manitoba,  our  great  wheat-growing  country,  Saskatchewan,  British 
Columbia,  and  other  provinces,  in  fact,  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific  coasts 
our  Orange  Order  is  fast  progressing.  Our  brethren  to  the  South  in  the  Great 
Republic  of  the  United  States  are  also  keeping  pace  with  the  progress  in  other 
lands  and  the  statistics  which  will  be  submitted  to  this  Council  to-day,  will  show 
to  some  extent  the  energy  and  enthusiasm  of  the  good  men  and  true  who  live  in 
the  land  of  the  Stars  and  Stripes. 

To-day  we  rejoice  at  the  great  friendship  existing  between  the  British  and 
American  peoples — a  friendship  brought  about  in  part  by  the  existence  of  the 
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Orange  brotherhood  and  this  Council,  and  a  friendship  which  we  hope  will  be 
continued  and  grow  stronger  as  the  years  go  by. 

To  the  brethren  from  the  motherland,  from  the  colonies,  our  own  provinces, 
and  the  United  States,  I  extend  a  hearty  greeting  and  wish  them  a  pleasant  and 
profitable  stay  in  our  beautiful  city. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  express  the  earnest  hope  that  the  work  done  at  this 
session  of  the  Triennial  Council  will  be  for  the  good  of  our  beloved  Order  the  wide 
world  over.

The  Imperial  Grand  Secretary  then  read  his  report  as  follows  : 

Report  of  the  Imperial  Grand  Secretary. 

To  the  Right  Worshipful  the  Imperial  Grand  President,  and  Members  of 
the  Imperial   Triennial  Grand  Orange  Council  of  the  World, 
In  session    Assembled    in    Orange    Hall,    Toronto, 
Canada,  16th  July,  igo6. 

Brethren, — I  rejoice  that,  by  the  mercy  of  God,  I  am  permitted  to  meet 
with  you  to-day,  face  to  face,  in  the  beautiful  city  of  Toronto,  the  Queen  City  of 
the  West,  to  extend  to  you  all  fraternal  greetings  and  to  render  an  account  of 
my  stewardship  for  the  last  three  years. 

I  bid  you  ali  heartily  welcome  to  this,  the  14th  session  of  the  Triennial 
Council,  and  I  pray  God  that  our  deliberations  may  tend  to  the  advancement  on 
right  lines,  of  the  great  cause  of  Orangeism  throughout  the  whole  world. 

It  is  a  matter  of  regret  to  me,  brethren,  that  in  presenting  this  address  to  you 
I  cannot  hold  up  to  your  view  such  a  rosy  picture  of  the  usefulness  of  this  Council 
nor  of  the  great  amount  of  work  done  duing  the  term,  nor  the  airy  imaginations 
for  the  future,  which  were  the  characteristics  of  the  address  delivered  by  my 
predecessor  when  we  met  three  years  ago  in  the  City  of  Dublin,  and  to  that  ex- 
tent at  least,  my  efforts  must  be  considered  commonplace. 

I  shall,  therefore,  even  at  the  risk  of  being  hum-drum,  discard  all  airy  dreams 
or  imaginations,  all  high  faluting  references  to  historic  events,  which,  however 
pleasant  to  the  ear,  generally  end  in  nothingness,  and  as  a  business  man,  who  has 
studied  our  Order  in  every  possible  detail,  I  will  endeavor  to  lay  before  you,  who 
are  also  business  men, some  points  in  our  Order  and  particularly  in  connection  with 
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this  Council,  which,  in  my  opinion,  need  adjustment,  and  must  be  adjusted  at 
this  session,  if  this  Council  is  to  obtain  and  to  retain  the  confidence  and  respect 
of  the  governing  Bodies  composing  it. 

Our  Losses, — I  am  exceedingly  sorry  to  say  that  shortly  after  the  Dublin 
Session  Brother  Young  became  ill  and  his  illness  has  remained  almost  continuously 
since,  sometimes  improving  a  little,  and  raising  our  hopes  only  to  have  them  dash- 
ed down  again  after  a  few  days  or  weeks,  but  always  too  ill  to  even  enquire  how  the 
Order  was  getting  on,  much  less  to  advise.  So  that  I  have  had  almost,  from  the 
beginning,  the  responsibilities  on  my  own  shoulders  of  carrying  on  the  work  of  the 
Council,  without  his  advice  and  co-operation,  which  would,  at  some  times,  have 
been  very  helpful.  When  we  left  Scotland  he  was  in  a  very  weak  state,  helpless  as 
a  child,  but  prayers  were  being  offered  up  that  the  God  of  all  grace,  who  heard 
and  answered  the  prayer  of  Hezekiah,  and  granted  him  an  extension  of  life, 
might  in  his  infinite  mercy,  hear  the  prayers  which  were  being  offered  up  on  behalf  of 
our  dear  Brother  Young.  But  I  very  much  regret  to  say  that  the  first  message 
which  I  received  on  arrival  in  your  beautiful  city  was  a  cablegram  announcing  his 
death.  Brethren,  I  am  not  surprised  at  the  message,  but  rather  have  I  been 
surprised  that  the  end  was  so  long  delayed.  For  three  years  we  have  watched 
life  fading  away,  the  energy  becoming  weaker  and  weaker,  and  now  he  is  gone, 
and  our  sympathies  go  out  to  the  Scotch  Delegates  and  the  Scotch  Grand  Lodge , 
who  mourn  the  loss  of  a  brother  who  has,  for  more  than  forty  years,  had  much  to 
do  with  the  rise  and  progress  of  our  Order  in  the  land  of  Knox  and  of  the  Cov- 
enant. 

Our  hearts  also  go  out  to-day  to  the  brethren  of  the  great  Province  of  Ontario, 
who  mourn  the  loss  of  a  great  and  worthy  leader  in  the  person  of  the  late  Brother 
E.  F.  Clarke,  of  Toronto,  whose  place  will  be  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  to  fill. 
May  his  memory  ever  be  kept  green  and  may  the  brethren  all  over  the  Dominion 
and  elsewhere  feel  and  know  that  he,  being  dead,  yet  speaketh  by  his  good  works 
which  will  live  long  after  him. 

I  returned  from  the  Dublin  Session  in  high  hope  that  I  would,  for  three  years, 
have  an  opportunity  of  doing  good  service  to  the  Order,  but  filled  with  fear  and 
trembling  at  the  prospect  of  being  the  successor  of  such  an  energetic  Secretary  as 
Brother  Pitts  had  proved  himself  to  be,  but  I  soon  found  out  that,  if  any  good  was 
ever  to  be  done  by  this  Council,  the  methods  of  procedure,  the  financial  arrange- 
ments, and  indeed  the  entire  Constitution  of  the  Council  must  be  radically  chang- 
ed. I  found  the  treasury  not  only  empty  but  in  debt,  and  here  let  me  say  that 
lack  of  funds  has,  at  all  times,  during  my  term,  kept  me  from  doing  much  that 
might  have  been  done.  I  made  one  great  financial  mistake  at  the  beginning  of 
my  term,  thinking  that  I  could  depend  on  the  enthusiasm  of  the  brethren  to  buy 
copies  of  the  Report  of  Proceedings  at  Dublin.  I  got  it  up  rather  in  a  costly 
manner,  spending  over  £70  or  roughly  $350.00  for  5,000  copies.  My  idea  was 
that  a  goodly  number  of  copies  would  be  sold  and  that  our  depleted  treasury 
might  be  considerably  helped,  but  alas,  I  was  mistaken  and  utterly  disappointed, 
and  might  I  say,  very  much  down-hearted.  I  tried  as  best  I  could  to  carry  out 
the  work  without  funds  in  order  that,  by  the  end  of  the  term,  I  might  be  able  to 
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show  the  balance  on  the  right  side  of  the  account.  These  books  have  been  left  on 
my  hands  and  in  order  to  get  rid  of  them  I  propose  sending  them,  after  this  session , 
to  any  Lodge  throughout  the  World  who  will  pay  the  carriage.  This  costly  mis- 
take I  regret  very  much  and  ask  the  Council  to  forgive  me,  as  it  was  done 
with  the  very  best  intentions  of  helping  and  not  of  hindering  the  work. 

I  was  also  much  discouraged  by  the  fact  that  some  representatives  from 
United  States  and  also  from  Canada,  while  sitting  in  Council  at  Dublin,  assisted  us 
to  arrange  for  a  Universal  Annual  to  be  issued  from  the  Council  and  which  ar- 
rangement was  accepted  by  the  Grand  Masters  of  Ireland,  England  and  Scot- 
land, and  all  the  other  representatives  present  (said  Annual  to  run  from  ist.  of 
January  to  31st  December  of  every  year  all  the  world  over).  Immediately  on 
returning  home,  these  representatives  repudiated  the  idea  of  a  Universal  Annual 
and  wrote  to  some  of  their  State  Grand  Lodges  that  "  We  were  as  far  from  having 
a  Universal  Annual  as  ever."  Such  conduct  I  simply  describe  as  childish.  What 
is  the  use  of  coming  three  thousand  miles  to  do  business  and  then  going  back  three 
thousand  miles  to  repudiate  what  you  have  done.  I  like  straightforward  conduct 
on  the  part  of  a  man,  much  more  so  on  the  part  of  a  Brother  Orangeman.  These 
actions  put  me  to  the  trouble  of  writing  letters  to  the  Canadian  and  American 
Press  which  I  would  much  rather  I  had  not  been  called  upon  to  do. 

Notwithstanding  all  this  however,  I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  the 
"Annual,"  issued  by  this  Council  for  each  of  the  last  three  years,  has  been  ac- 
cepted and  used  by  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Ireland,  Scotland,  England  and  United 
States,  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Australia  and  South  Africa,  and  I  can  only  say  for 
British  America  that  I  have  the  written  guarantee  from  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Master  of  that  great  Dominion  that  he  had  received  and  was  promulgating  it. 
And  I  would  take  this  opportunity  of  impressing  upon  all  the  delegates  here  pre- 
sent to  re-affirm  the  work  done  at  Dublin,  so  far  as  a  Universal  Annual  is  concern- 
ed and  to  go  back  to  their  several  Grand  Lodges  and  insist  upon  the  Annual 
issued  by  this  Council  being  promulgated,  so  that  throughout  the  length  and 
breadth  of  the  Orange  World,  there  may  be  one  Annual  and  one  only,  so  that  a 
brother  Orangeman,  no  matter  in  what  part  of  the  globe  he  may  be  found,  will 
be  recognized  as  in  good  standing  by  his  Annual,  no  matter  in  what  country  or 
Dominion  he  may  have  received  it. 


CREDENTIALS. 

I  regret  that  I  have  not  been  able  to  carry  out  my  own  ideas  as  to  Credentials. 
I  had  intended  issuing  from  Council  Office  a  proper  form  of  Credential  to  be  filled 
in  by  each  Grand  Lodge  and  returned  in  time  to  have  a  List  tabulated  for  this 
meeting,  but  want  of  time  and  my  desire  to  husband  the  funds  have  prevented 
me  from  doing  so.  I  would  suggest,  however,  that  the  new  Secretary  be  instruct- 
ed to  have  such  a  form  issued  so  that  the  Credentials  may  be  uniform,  and  that  the 
Council  Secretary  may  have  an  opportunity  of  presenting  them  to  next  meeting 
tabulated. 
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DISPUTES,  ETC. 

It  will  be  rembered  that,  at  the  last  Council  Meeting,  we  had  communication 
from  two  rival  bodies  each  claiming  to  be  recognized  as  the  G.  L.  of  Queensland , 
and,  while  this  Council  had  no  difficulty  in  deciding  which  should  be  recognized  , 
I  thought  it  my  duty  to  get  into  communication  with  both  bodies,  and,  if  possible 
to  effect  a  reconciliation  and  reunion.  It  was  found  in  this  case  what  has  been 
found  in  most  similar  cases,  that  the  whole  cause  of  the  mischief  was  a  misunder- 
standing. This  has,  fortunately,  been  removed  and  our  report  from  Queensland 
to-day  is  from  a  reunited  and  consolidated  Orange  Body. 


statistics. 

Our  statistics  are  not  as  complete  as  I  would  have  liked,  some  of  our  Grand 
lodges  have  failed  to  fill  up  and  return  to  this  office  the  sheets  that  were  sent 
them,  and  in  consequence,  I  cannot  give  an  entirely  accurate  statement,  but  from 
those  sheets  which  have  been  returned,  I  am  pleased  to  say,  that  a  great  deal  of 
progress  is  reported.  All  along  the  line  there  has  been  prosperity  and  that  to  a 
marked  degree.  If  we  can  accept  the  report  of  New  Lodges  opened  as  an  indica- 
tion of  the  energyjand  vitality  of  the  Order  in  a  given  territory,  then  the  follow- 
ing will  give  you  an  idea  of  how  things  are  going  :

Grand  Lodge  of  British  America  :  Number  of  new  Lodges  not  stated,  but 

there  are  1,594  Lodges.

Grand  Lodge  of  New  Zealand  :  (Middle  I.) — New  Lodges,  4  ;  became 
defunct,  2  ;  net  gain,  2  ;  total  number  of  Lodges,  40. 

Grand  Lodge  of  South  Africa  :  New  Lodges,  7  ;  became  defunct,  nil  ;  net 
gain,  7  ;  total  Lodges,  17. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  from  the  Grand  Lodges,  which  have  sent  returns ,- 
there  is  a  net  increase  of  302  Lodges  for  the  three  years  and  there  are,  so  far  as  at 
present  ascertainable  about  4,007  Lodges,  working  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this 
Grand  Council. 

The  brethren  in  South  Africa,  who  were  working  under  at  least  four  different 
Grand  Lodges,  have  been  gathered  into  one  fold  and  have  been  granted  a  warrant 
to  hold  a  Grand  Lodge,  to  be  known  by  the  name  of  "  Grand  Lodge  of  British- 
South  Africa."  This,  I  believe,  to  be  one  of  our  grandest  achievements  in  ex- 
tension work.  The  brethren  are  very  enthusiastic,  and  while  they  only  number 
17  Lodges  now,  there  is  no  end  to  the  possibilities  of  the  future.  I  trust  this 
Council  will  confirm   and  ratify  our  work  in  this  direction. 

The  Grand  Lodges  of  New  South  Wales,  South  Australia,  Western  Australia, 
Victoria,  Queensland,  New  Zealand,  N.I.,  and  New  Zealand  M.I.,  and  Tasmania 
have,  at  their  own  request,  been  formed  into  a  Grand  Council  to  be  called  "The 
Grand  Council  of  Australasia  ,"  and  a  warrant  has  been  issued  to  them,  giving 
them  authority  in  that  distant  part  of  the  world,  subject  only  to  the  jurisdiction 
of  this  Grand  Council.  It  is  hoped  that,  by  this  Council,  the  Order  in  the  Austral- 
ian Continent  will  be  solidified  and  encouraged,  and,  in  future,  will  be  more  direct- 
ly represented  at  the  meeting  of  this  Triennial  Council,  and  this  combination r 
you  are  also  respectfully  asked  to  ratify  and  recognize. 
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CORRESPONDENCE. 

My  correspondence  with  each  of  the  Grand  Lodges  comprising  this  Council 
has  been  of  the  most  friendly  nature,  and  I  desire,  here  and  now,  to  thank  every 
one  of  my  numerous  correspondents  for  their  kindness  and  courtesy  to  me  during 
my  term  of  office.  I  am  conscious  of  many  failings  on  my  part,  because  my  time 
is  very  limited,  having  often  to  do  my  Orange  work  in  the  wee  small  hours  of  the 
morning,  at  the  expense  of  my  sleep,  but  the  readiness  with  which  the 
different  Grand  Secretaries  have  forgiven  my  shortcomings  and  kept  up  the  reg- 
ular correspondence  shall  always  be  a  source  of  gratification  to  me,  and  I  rejoice 
that  now  when  I  come  to  lay  down  my  seals  of  office,  I  can  confidently  say,  that 
so  far  as  I  know,  I  am  honored  with  the  respect  and  good-will  of  every  Grand 
Secretary  throughout  the  world. 

FINANCE. 

I  have  purposely  left  this  item  to  the  last,  because  I  consider  it  to 
be  by  far  the  most  important  matter  to  be  discussed  at  this  session,  and, 
as  business  men,  I  ask  you  to  take  it  up  in  a  business  manner  and  place  it 
upon  a  sure  foundation.  It  is  of  vital  importance  to  the  existence  of  this  Council 
that  you  should,  before  leaving  Toronto,  so  adjust  this  matter,  that  in  future, 
there  should  be  no  difficulty  in  your  officials  finding  the  wherewithal  to  carry  on 
their  work.  At  the  Dublin  Session,  the  Finance  Committee  made  it  imperative 
that  the  money  should  come  through  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer.  This  arrange- 
ment I  have  never  been  able  to  carry  out  for,  while  there  is  no  man  living,  whom 
I  respect  more  than  our  present  Treasurer  "  Hunt  W.  Chambre,"  (I  having  been 
reared  on  the  Ranfurley  Estate  for  which  he  is  the  respected  agent),  there  has 
never  been  anything  in  the  funds  to  send  to  him  and,  indeed,  unlil  very  recently, 
there  were  not  sufficient  to  pay  the  accounts  that  had  been  contracted.  Of 
course  I  admit  that  this  was  largely  due  to  the  mistake,  which  I  myself  made  at 
the  beginning  in  spending  so  much  on  the  report. 

Well  now,  I  submit  to  you  that  the  wdiole  system  of  Finance,  in  conneeiion 
with  this  Council,  is  on  an  en'irely  wrong  basis  and  should  be  changed.  Take  a 
few  instances  :  some  of  the  S^ate  Lodges  of  the  United  States,  with  9  or  10 
Primary  Lodges,  pay  1  pound  ($5.00)  per  year,  while  Scotland,  with  290  Lodges, 
pays  only  $1.00  more,  and  England,  with  300  Lodges,  pays  much  the  same.  I 
ask  is  it  fair  that  9  or  10  Lodges  in  a  State  in  America  or  30  or  40  Lodges  in  some 
of  the  Provinicial  Grand  Lodges  of  Canada,  or  40  or  50  Lodges  in  an  Australian 
Colony,  or  17  Lodges  in  the  new  Grand  Lodge  of  South  Africa,  should  pay  as  much 
as  290  Lodges  in  Scotland,  or  300  Lodges  in  England. 

Again,  according  to  the  Constitution  of  this  Grand  Council,  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Dublin  City  is  entitled  to  a  representation  at  this  meeting  ;  while  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Ireland  is  not.  Also  the  Provinical  Grand  Lodges  of  Canada  are  en- 
titled to  a  representation,  while  the  Grand  Lodge  of  British  America  is  not. 
Brethren,  is  it  not  absurd  that  such  inconsistencies  should  occur  with  abodv  who 
seeks  to  be  the  pattern  and  director  of  all  the  Orange  governing  bodies  of  the 
Universe. 
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British  America  claims,  and  claims  rightly,  that  her  Provincial  Lodges  hav- 
ing paid,  she  does  not  need  to  pay  twice,  but  then,  the  Provincial  Lodges,  some  of 
them,  claim  that  the  parent  body  having  paid  they  do  not  need  to  pay,  and  so  this 
Grand  Council,  whose  funds  are  depending  on  this  dual  system,  comes  to  the 
ground  between  the  two  stools.  The  whole  system  is  bad  and  should  at  once 
be  mended.  What  is  the  cure  ?  I  have  thought  that  out  too,  and  am 
prepared  even  at  the  risk  of  making  myself  unpopular,  to  advance  a 
scheme  which  I  think  will  do  away  with  the  inconsistency  and  place 
the  finances  of  this  Grand  Council  on  a  firm  footing.  It  is  this ;  this 
Council  must  turn  around  about  face,  and  so  far  as  finance  is  concerned, 
deal  only  with  the  Supreme  Grand  Lodges.  The  two  cents  per  Lodge 
then  would  not  give  sufficient  funds  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  Council, 
but  I  propose  to  increase  the  2  cents  to  4  cents  per  Lodge.  We  then  make  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  British  America  responsible  for  4  cents  for  every  Lodge  working 
under  her  jurisdiction.  The  Supreme  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  we  make 
equally  responsible  for  4  cents  for  every  Primary  Lodge. 

The  Grand  Council  of  Australasia  we  place  in  the  same  position  with  the 
Grand  Lodges,  of  Ireland,  England,  Scotland  and  South  Africa  following  suit, 
allowing  the  Provincial,  State  and  County  Grand  Lodges  to  go  free.  There  are 
about  4,000,  or  rather  more  Primary  Lodges  in  all  the  above  territories  and  I 
calculate  that  4  cents  per  Lodge  would  be  sufficient,  if  paid  regularly,  at  the  be- 
ginning of  every  year,  provided  that  all  arrears,  now  outstanding,  be  paid  in  order 
to^start  the  new  scheme  on  a  clear  footing. 

CONCLUSION. 

I  am  afraid  I  have  kept  you  too  long,  but  I  feel  that  I  may  never  have  another 
opportunity  of  assisting  to  place  this  Council  on  a  firm  footing,  and  "  desperate 
diseases  require  desperate  remedies."  When  I  took  over  the  work,  there  was  not 
a  book  in  connection  with  the  Council  either  Cash  Book  or  Receipt  Book.  These 
have  been  provided  and,  while  want  of  time  and  funds  have  prevented  me  doing 
many  things  that  would  perhaps  have  been  useful,  I  have  earnestly  labored  to 
hand  back  my  charge  to  you  here  to-day,  better  than  I  found  it,  I  have  done  my 
best,  if  I  have  failed  it  is  my  misfortune,  not  my  fault. 

I  shall  be  pleased  to  forward  to  my  successor  the  books  and  papers,  the  stock 
of  goods  on  hand  and  the  seals  of  office,  as  soon  as  I  return  home  to  Glasgow,  and 
trusting  that  our  deliberations  may  be  blessed  and  made  productive  of  real  good.

The  Imperial  Grand  Orange  Council  reassembled  at  10  o'clock  a.m.,  pur- 
suant to  adjournment.  Bro.  Robert  Burns,  Imperial  Grand  President  in  the 
chair. 

The  Council  being  properly  tyled  and  tested,  Bro.  Rev.  William  Walsh 
conducted  the  religious  exercises,  after  which  the  Council  was  declared  open  for 
the  transaction  of  business. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  day's  session  were  read  by  the  Grand  Secretary, 
and  on  motion,  were  confirmed. 

The  report  of  the  Auditors  was  read  by  Bro.  William  Lee,  as  follows  : 

Auditors'  Report. 

To  the  Most  Worshipful  President,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Imperial    Grand 
Orange  Council. 

M.  W.  Sir  and  Brethren, — Your  Auditors  have  examined  the  books, 
vouchers,  etc.,  of  your  Grand  Secretary,  and  respectfully  report  :  At  the  close  of 
the  last  Triennial  Session,  the  Council  was  in  debt  to  the  amount  of  £2,  9s. 
($11.76). 

The  total  income  for  the  three  years,  was  ^173, 14s.  9d.  ($856.21).  The  total 
expenditure  was  ^125  us.  8-|d.  ($602.81),  leaving  a  balance  to  the  credit  of  the 
Council  of  £48  3s.  o-|d.  ($253.40).  No  salary,  however,  has  been  paid  to  the 
Secretary  for  the  past  three  years.  When  this  account  is  liquidated  there  will  be 
a  deficiency  of  £11  16s.  n-Jd.  ($56.87). 

We  would  draw  attention  to  the  large  expenditure  of  ^64  11  s.  ($309.84),  for 
printing  reports,  the  total  income  from  the  sale  of  which  only  amounted  to 
£6  3s.  4d.  ($30.19).  Had  these  been  sold  in  accordance  with  the  expectation  of 
the  Secretary,  there  would  have  been  a  substantial  balance  on  hand. 

There  are  still  several  Grand  Lodges  in  arrears  of  dues,  and  we^would  urge 
upon  these  the  desirability  of  paying  the  per  capita  tax  promptly.

Worshipful  Sir  and  Brethren, — Your  Committee  regrets  to  find  that  the 
Committee  appointed  at  last  Triennial  Session,  held  at  Dublin,  in  1903,  does  not 
appear  to  have  taken  any  action  towards  the  adoption  of  a  Universal  Ritual  for 
the  Degrees  of  the  Orange  Association  throughout  the  World.  And  they  recom- 
mend that  the  Executive  of  the  Grand  Council  be  requested  to  at  once  communi- 
cate with  the  various  Grand  Lodges  as  to  the  best  means  of  considering  and 
promulgating  a  Universal  Orange  Degree  Ritual  throughout  the  world,  and  that 
they  be  prepared  to  report  fully  at  next  meeting  of  this  Council,  and  that  the 
Supreme  Grand  Masters  present  be  requested  to  state  their  views  on  the  subject.

Rev.  William  Walsh  presented  and  read  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  Correspondence  from  the  Irish  Unionist  Alliance,  as  follows  : 

Report  of  Special  Committee  on  Correspondence  from  Irish  Unionist  Alliance. 

Victoria  Hall,  Toronto,  July  17,  1906. 

To  the  President,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Imperial  Grand  Orange  Council. 

We,  your  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  Correspondence  from  the 
Irish  Unionist  Alliance,  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows  : 

We  would  recommend  that  the  Imperial  Grand  Secretary  forward  to  the 
Chairman  of  the  Irish  Unionist  Alliance  ihe  following  : 

We,  in  Imperial  Grand  Council  assembled,  having  received  communications 
from  Rev.  J.  E.  Moffat,  M.D.,  Imperial  Grand  Chaplain,  and  Professor  E.  Dow- 
den,  LL.D.,  Chairman  of  Executive  Committee  Irish  Unionist  Alliance,  re  Irish 
Home  Rule,  and  having  systematically  distributed  the  sets  of  Irish  Unionist 
Alliance  leaflets,  among  the  delegates  present  from  the  widely  scattered  Grand 
and  Supreme  Grand  Orange  Lodges,  representing  the  Anglo-Saxon-Celtic  races 
throughout  the  English-speaking  world,  and  having  carefully  examined  the 
varied  and  detailed  facts  of  the  whole  situation,  desire  to  say  that  language  fails 
us  to  adequately  express  the  strength  of  our  entire  disapproval  of  the  whole 
attitude  re  Home  Rule,  by  a  portion  of  the  Irish  press,  the  Irish  Roman  Catholic 
Ecclesiastics,  and  certain  designing  and  time-serving  poli  i  ians  in  and  out  of 
Ireland.  In  the  strongest  possible  manner  we  desire  to  reciprocate  your  declara- 
tions of  having  "been  loyal  to  our  common  Empire."  We  tco,  join  the  Irish 
Unionist  Alliance  in  remembering  the  deeds  of  our  forefathers,  and  join  heart  and 
hand  across  the  seas  in  insisting  on  the  practical  remembrance  of  the  high  tra- 
ditions and  the  material  interests,  not  only  of  the  United  Empire,  but  also  of  the 
whole  Protestant  world. 

Though  widely  separated,  our  eyes  are  ever  upon  you  in  the  exercise  of  the 
wise  intelligence,  the  strong  courage,  and  the  tireless  persistency  with  which,  in 
various  forms,  you  are  watching  and  counteracting  the  many  movements  which

tend  to  curtail  your  dearly  bought  freedom.  Alas  for  the  many  reminders  we 
have  in  lands  beyond  the  seas  of  the  insidious  workings  of  the  ancient  foe,  and 
while  they  may  not  be  so  bold  in  their  utterances,  their  motives  are  none  the  less 
definite,  and  their  methods  none  the  less  persistent  for  the  accomplishment  of 
their  purposes.  The  final  goal  of  the  Roman  Ecclesiastics  is  the  complete  sub- 
jugation of  the  whole  race  of  mankind.  When  Russia,  France  and  Italy,  and 
other  lands  are  struggling  for  life  to  throw  off  the  terrible  incubus  of  tyranny, 
surely  the  great  Anglo-Saxon-Celtic  communities  will  not  slacken  their  vigilance 
in  the  presence  of  the  stealthy,  scheming  designs  of  Jesuitism  in  its  endless  forms 
throughout  the  world.  The  glaring  disloyalty  in  the  refusal  of  the  National 
Anthem  at  the  Royal  University  of  Ireland  is  a  symptom,  which  we  regret  has 
been  exhibiting  itself  in  every  land  where  Roman  Ecclesiastics  wield  an  influence 
in  connection  with  public  functions.  The  object  of  the  movement  in  Ireland  is 
an  instalment  of  disintegration  of  the  British  Empire  ;  but  the  mainspring  is 
antagonism  to  the  civil  and  religious  liberty  for  which  the  better  elements  of  the 
great  Anglo-Saxon-Celtic  races  stand,  and  their  manifest  determination  to  fulfill 
their  destiny  in  influencing  the  affairs  of  the  world  for  the  glory  of  God,  and  the 
good  of  humanity.  Whatever  the  future  may  have  in  store  for  the  nations,  we 
may  count  on  the  continuous  opposition  of  the  Roman  hierarchy  to  the  efforts 
of  the  races  to  free  themselves 

While  the  expressions  of  detestation  of  the  British  constitution  on  the  part 
of  prominent  representative  Irish  members  of  parliament  are  fomenting  terrible 
disorders,  organized  disturbances,  and  general  terrorism  in  Ireland  :  while 
"  Dungannon  "  and  other  clubs  are  being  formed,  without  question  by  Roman 
Jesuitism,  for  the  purpose  of  drawing  society  further  and  further  into  the  terrible 
entailments  and  entanglements  of  slavish  bondage,  surely  the  better  elements 
of  freedom-loving  peoples  are  with  you  in  all  your  efforts  in  contending  against 
the  common  foe. 

Your  communications  will  stimulate  and  inspire  us  severally  to  be  more  and 
more  on  the  alert,  relative  to  the  designs  and  efforts  of  the  ancient  enemy,  in  the 
respective  communities  whence  we  come  as  representatives.  Beyond  the  seas 
Irishmen  and  their  descendants,  as  well  as  many  others,  have  their  eyes  on  those 
who,  while  acting  out  the  diplomatic  role  of  Imperialistic  Home  Rule,  none  the 
less  reveal  the  fact  that  they  are  real  seperatists,  and  are  simply  following  in  the 
footsteps  of  such  as  Hugh  O'Neill,  Owen  Roe,  Wolfe  Tone,  Emmet  and  Mitchell. 
Therefore,  we  all-British  subjects  and  Americans,  join  you  in  sympathy  in  your 
firm  resolve  to  reject  Home  Rule  under  any  name,  or  in  any  form  whatever. 

We  again  assure  you  the  Rev.  Dr.  Moffatt,  and  Professor  Dowden,  that  the 
Imperial  Grand  Orange  Council  of  the  World,  in  Fourteenth  Session,  are  in  the 
strongest  possible  sympathy  with  the  Protestant  elements  in  their  struggles  in 
Ireland.

Rev.  William 
Walsh  conducted  the  religious  exercises,  after  which  the  Imperial  Grand  Council 
was  declared  open  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

GREETINGS  TO  MASONIC  GRAND  LODGE. 

Moved  by  Bro.  Lt.-Col.  James  H.  Scott,  seconded  by  Bro.  Rev.  Geo.  M. 
Black,  and 

Resolved,— That  the  following  message  be  forwarded  to  the  Grand  Lodge 
A.  F.  and  A.  M.,  now  in  session  in  this  city,  viz.: 

The  Imperial  Grand  Orange  Council  of  the  World  extends  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  A.  F.  and  A.  M.  of  Canada,  in  the  Province  of  Ontario,  a  cordial  and 
fraternal  greeting  on  the  occasion  of  its  annual  meeting  now  convened  in  the  City 
of  Toronto,  and  heartily  congratulates  the  Grand  Lodge  upon  its  marked  advance 
in  every  department. 

The  Imperial  Council  gladiy  recognizes  the  great  work  for  the  betterment 
and  uplifting  of  the  brotherhood  of  man  which  the  Masonic  fraternity  has  done 
and  is  now  doing  throughout  the  civilized  world,  commends  the  Grand  Lodge 
for  its  liberal  spirit  and  practice  of  benovelence  and  prays  that  the  G.  A.  O.  T.  U.

-CONSTITUTION  COMMISSION. 

Moved  by  Bro.  Geo.  T.  Lemmon,  seconded  by  Bro.  Robert  Birmingham, 

Whereas, — The  experiences  of  both  the  last  and  the  present  sessions  of  this 
Triennial  Grand  Orange  Council  has  made  evident  that  it  is  absolutely  essential 
to  the  future  usefulness  of  this  body  that  its  actual  powers  and  preogatives  be 
more  clearly  defined,  and 
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Whereas, — It  is  self-evident  that  any  power  which  this  Council  may  harmon- 
iously exercise  can  be  only  such  as  shall  have  been  delegated  to  it  by  the  mutual 
agreement  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodges  of  the  Loyal  Orange  Institution 
throughout  the  world,  and 

Whereas, — It  has  been  repeatedly  found  no  matter  where  the  Imperial  Grand 
Council  meets,  geographical  conditions  prevent  that  fulness  of  representation  from 
all  parts  of  the  world,  essential  to  that  universal  expression  of  opinion  conducive 
to  the  hearty  acceptance  by  all  our  Sovereign  Grand  Bodies  of  such  power  and 
preogatives  as  may  be  wisely  reposed  in  this  Council  for  the  extension  of  Orange 
principles  in  new  fields,  organization  in  developing  colonies,  and  all  else  that 
relates  to  the  advancement  of  the  Orange  Order,  as  a  universal  opponent  of  the 
Papacy  ; 

Therefore  be  it  Resolved, — ist.  That  we  hereby  institute  a  Constitution 
Commission  to  consist  of  the  Imperial  Grand  President,  the  Imperial  Grand  Secre- 
tary, and  one  each  to  be  named  by  the  Sovereign  Grand  Masters  of  Ireland  y 
England,  Scotland,  British  America,  the  United  States,  Australasia,  and  South 
Africa. 

2nd.  That  this  Commission  fashion  such  a  declaration  of  the  power  of  this 
Imperial  Grand  Council  and  such  amendments  to  its  Constitution  as  will  commit 
to  this  Body  the  fullest  measure  of  authority  in  keeping  with  the  well  recognized 
powers  self -evidently  inherent  in  each  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and  yet  give  to  this 
Imperial  Grand  Council  that  authority  and  supervision  in  universal  Orangeism 
that  alone  can  impart  to  it  and  maintain  for  it  the  dignity  and  usefulness  of  this 
Council. 

3rd.  That  such  declaration  and  amendments  be  submitted  to  each  of  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodges  at  their  sessions  in  the  year  1908,  with  a  request  for  the 
fullest  expression  of  their  deliberate  judgment  and  emendation,  a  report  of  the 
same  to  be  made  by  these  Sovereign  Grand  Lodges  by  January  ist,  1909. 

4th.  That  the  Commission  then  having  in  hand  these  reports  from  the  Sov- 
ereign Grand  Lodges  shall  perfect  the  declaration  and  amendments  to  conform 
them  so  far  as  possible  with  the  expressions  of  the  various  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodges,  and  submit  the  whole  with  the  correspondence  relating  thereto  to  the 
next  session  of  the  Council  in  1909. 

Moved  by  Bro.  Thomas  Gilday,  seconded  by  Bro.  A.  E.  Belcher,  and 
Resolved, — That  the  Finance  Committee  of  this  Imperial  Council  be  requested 
to  furnish  suggestions  as  to  the  most  suitable  adjustment  of  the  method  of  the 
expenditure  of  the  funds  of  this  Council  consistent  with  economy  and  efficiency. 

On  motion  of  Bro.  W.  J.  Parkhill,  seconded  by  Bro.  A.  E.  Belcher,  hearty 
votes  of  thanks  were  passed  to  the  Mayor,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  British  America, 
and  the  local  Committee  which  were  replied  to  by  W.  Bro.  Fred.  Dane,  County 
Master,  Toronto  ;  R.  W.  Bro.  William  Lee,  Grand  Secretary  Ontario  West, 
and  M.  W.  Bro.  T.  S.  Sproule,  Grand  Master  of  British  America,  and  afterwards 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Resolutions. 
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The  Committee  on  Credentials  presented  a  Supplementary  Report  which 
on  motion,  was  adopted. 

The  Council  then  adjourned  until  1.30  o'clock  p.m. 


AFTERNOON  SESSION. 

The  Imperial  Council  met  at  1.30  o'clock  pursuant  to  adjournment.  The 
Council  being  properly  tyled  and  tested,  the  Imperial  Grand  President  Bro. 
Robert  Burns,  declared  the  meeting  opened  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Report  of  Committee  on  Correspondence. 

Bro.  Rev.  William  Walsh  presented  and  read  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  Correspondence,  as  follows  : 

The  President  and  Members  of  The  Imperial  Council  of  Orangemen. 

Worshipful  Sir  and  Brethren, — Your  Committee  on  Correspondence 
respectfully  submit  the  following  report  : 

1st.  We  congratulate  the  Council  and  through  it  the  Orange  Association  in 
every  place  on  the  development  and  prosperity  of  the  Association  throughout  the 
world,  as  evidenced  by  the  correspondence  with  your  Grand  Secretary,  the  returns 
furnished  to  him,  and  presented  to  you  in  his  comprehensive  and  encouraging 
triennial  report. 

2nd.  We  express  our  admiration  of  the  systematic,  painstaking  and  zealous 
way  in  which  your  Grand  Secretary  has  performed  his  arduous  duties.  He  was 
preceded  by  an  ideal  Secretary,  and  we  can  give  him  no  greater  praise  than  to 
express  our  conviction,  that  he  has  been  the  equal  of  brother  Pitts. 

3rd.  We  echo  the  sentiments  of  your  Grand  Secretary  as  to  the  deaths  of  the 
Past  Imperial  Grand  Master  Brother  William  Young,  of  Glasgow,  Scotland,  and 
Brother  Edward  F.  Clarke,  M.P.,  of  the  City  of  Toronto,  and  recommend  that  the 
Grand  Secretary  be  instructed  to  express  to  the  families  of  these  brethren  how 
deeply  the  Orangemen  of  the  world  sympathize  with  them,  how  great  the  loss  our 
Association  has  sustained  and  how  much  poorer  the  world  is  because  they  have 
passed  away. 

4th.  We  rejoice  in  the  growth  of  the  one  password  "  and  universal  ritual 
ideas  and  believe  this  universal    adoption  will  be  accomplished  ere  our  next 
meeting,    excepting    where    local    parliamentary     legislation     interferes    with 
them. 

5th.  While  it  is  desirable  that  a  special  form  of  credentials  for  delegates  to 
this  Council  be  prepared,  we  do  not  deem  it  essential. 

6th.  In  the  settlement  of  affairs  in  Queensland,  your  Committee  rejoices  that 
again,  as  often  before  this  Council  has  proved  its  usefulness  and  blessing  to  the 
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Orange  cause.  The  blessed  Master  our  Divine  Lord  has  pronounced  "  blessed 
are  the  peacemakers,"  then  indeed  this  Council  must  have  a  share  in  His  bene- 
diction, for  through  the  instrumentality  of  this  Council  over  and  over  again, 
brethren  who  have  been  estranged  to  each  other  have  been  made  friends,  and 
rival  organizations  have  been  made  one.  HJ 

7th.  We  are  strongly  of  the  opinion  that  your  Secretary  should  continue  his 
efforts  to  obtain  the  statistics  of  each  Grand  Lodge. 

8th.  We  would  suggest  to  the  Grand  Secretary  that  the  references  to  the 
universal  ritual  and  also  one  as  to  Ireland  be  eliminated  from  his  address.

Worshipful  Sir  and  Brethren, — Your  Committee  on  Finance  respectfully 
recommend  that  the  Secretary  of  this  Council  be  authorized  to  draw  from  the 
funds  of  the  Council,  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  efficient  conduct  of 
the  affairs  of  the  Council. 

They  suggest  that  greater  economy  should  be  exercised,  especially  in  the 
matter  of  the  issue  of  Reports  and  that  a  sum,  not  exceeding ^10  (or  $50),  be 
deemed  sufficient  for  this  purpose. 

That  in  the  event  of  the  apparent  necessity  for  expenditure  for  work  beyond 
the  routine  duties  of  the  Secretary,  consultation  should  be  had  with  the  Imperial 
President  and  Imperial  Treasurer.

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Resolutions.     ' 

Brethren, — To  your  Committee  on  Resolutions  has  fallen  the  pleasant  duty 
of  expressing  your  appreciation  of  the  numberless  courtesies  which,  by  the  fore- 
thought and  fraternal  interest  of  the  civil  and  fraternal  officials,  has  made  our 
visit  to  this  Queen  City  of  Ontario  most  memorable,  and  also  of  making  record  for 
you  of  important  items  of  world-wide  Protestant  interest  that  have  been  here 
discussed.  Words  are  always  inadequate,  yet,  as  being  the  best  means  at  com- 
mand for  conveying  ideas,  we  make  use  of  them  here,  packing  every  word  with 
the  utmost  sincerity.  We  present  then  for  your  adoption  the  following  re- 
solutions : 

Resolved, — That  we  give  thanks  to  his  Worship  Bro.  Emerson  Coatsworth,. 
Mayor  of  the  City  of  Toronto,  for  the  loyal  and  fraternad  welcome  officially 
accorded  us  on  Monday— it  was  the  voice  and  hand  of  one  of  our  own,  and  as 
such,  all  the  more  appreciated  ;  and  to  the  Corporation  of  the  Municipality  of 
the  City  of  Toronto  for  the  charming  carriage  ride  provided  us  on  Monday  after- 
noon. By  that  ride  along  busy  streets  and  shaded  avenues,  past  marts  of  trade 
and  halls  of  learning  and  centres  of  political  power,  we  learned  anew  the  substan- 
tial reasons  the  citizens  of  Toronto  have  for  their  unsurpassed  pride  in  their 
thriving,  progressive,  New  World  example  of  municipal  industry,  commerce, 
architecture  and  government. 

Resolved, — That  we  record  our  lively  appreciation  of  the  courtesy  and  hos- 
pitality of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  British  America,  and  the  Local  Committee,  mani- 
fested in  the  provision  for  the  delightful  excursion  about  the  bay  and  lake,  by 
which  our  eyes  were  gladdened  with  a  new  view  of  this  magnificent  city  as  seen 
from  off  the  water  front,  while  so  happy  a  method  of  promoting  good  fellowship 
and  of  introducing  the  ladies,  helped  greatly  to  break  the  tedium  of  our  delibera- 
tive duties.  So  also  we  have  to  thank  them  for  the  enjoyable  repast  on  Tuesday 
at  Hanlan's  Island,  and  for  the  magnificent  banquet  of  Wednesday  night.  Cer- 
tainly the  Orangemen  of  the  Dominion  and  of  the  city  have  left  nothing  undone 
to  testify  to  their  fraternal  interest  and  goodwill  to  the  members  of  this  highest 
Court  of  our  beloved  Institution,  and  we  shall  continue  to  look  with  pride  and 
with  expectation  for  still  greater  civic  triumphs  to  this  city  and  Dominion,  a 
multitude  of  whose  rulers  are  the  sons  of  our  own  Order  and  leaders  in  the  ad- 
vancing ranks  of  Orangeism.     Long  may  they  thrive  ! 

Resolved,- — That  we  rejoice  in  the  continued  good  health  and  mental  alertness 
of  our  esteemed  Brother  Sir  Mackenzie  Bowell,  Ex-Premier  of  the  Dominion  and 
Past  President  of  this  Imperial  Council,  on  whom  four  score  years  and  three 
appear  to  rest  as  lightly  as  upon  the  forest's  noblest  oak.  We  appreciate  highly 
that  expression  of  his  abiding  interest  and  continued  love  for  the  Orange  Order 
and  its  world-wide  work  which  led  him  to  journey  from  Belleville  to  this  city  to 
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convey  by  presence  his  greetings  to  this  Council,  and  to  inspire  us  all  by  the 
charm  and  brotherliness  of  his  personal  fellowship.  We  pray  that  for  many 
years  to  come  with  eye  undimmed  and  natural  strength  unabated  he  may  continue 
the  masterly  leadership  of  his  noble  life. 

Resolved, — That  we  heartily  commend  the  idea  proposed  by  M.  W.  Bro. 
Dr.  T.  S.  Sproule,  Grand  Master  of  British  America,  in  his  annual  address  to  that 
body  and  repeated  in  his  speech  before  this  Council,  regarding  the  formation  of  a 
Protestant  Federation,  and  pledge  our  hearty  support  to  make  it  effective. 
While  in  the  main  the  proposition  may  at  the  first  relate  most  closely  to  the  Dom- 
inion of  Canada,  we  see  in  it  opportunities  of  helpfulness  if  extended  to  include 
the  entire  British  Empire,  and  with  due  care  to  the  customs  of  international 
intercourse  we  believe  that  the  lovers  of  Protestantism  in  the  United  States  and 
the  British  Empire  might  well  take  the  lead  in  the  organization  of  a  Federation 
which  would  be  co-extensive  with  world-wide  Protestantism.  We  would  be 
pleased,  if,  in  any  way  that  may  appear  feasible,  the  officers  of  this  Council  would,, 
during  the  coming  term,  initiate  movements  in  this  direction. 

Resolved, — That  whereas  we  are.  ourselves  the  children  of  those  who,  in  some 
form,  worshipped  not  many  generations  back  at  the  shrines  of  Rome,  brought 
into  the  clearer  light  of  the  Gospel  faith  by  missionary  labors,  we  therefore  cannot 
but  feel  the  liveliest  sympathy  with  all  evangelistic  efforts  among  the  Roman 
Catholic  peoples  of  the  world.  Especially  do  we  commend  the  good  work  now 
extending  the  blessings  of  conscious  personal  communion  with  God  among  the 
Roman  Catholic  population  of  the  Province  of  Quebec,  and  among  the  myriad 
languaged  immigrants  from  Roman  Catholic  countries.  We  rejoice  in  the  re- 
ports of  constant  conversions  attending  the  labors  of  Christ's  heralds  in  Ireland,, 
in  the  steady  progress  of  "  The  Away  from  Rome  "  movement  in  Austria,  and  in 
the  truly  marvelous  growth  of  organized  Protestantism  in  Italy  and  in  Rome 
itself.  We  urge  upon  the  Protestant  world  to  utilize  the  colossal  opportunity 
created  by  the  just  completed  separation  of  Church  and  State  in  France  to  foster 
the  struggling  Protestantism  of  that  great  people,  and  to  plant  the  standard  in 
the  van  of  the  present  national  forward  movement ;  and  we  further  urge  that  old 
Spain  and  Portugal  be  not  overlooked  by  those  who  are  directing  the  constantly- 
quickening  march  of  Protestant  missions,  while  we  pledge  ourselves  to  do  all  in 
our  power  to  turn  the  eyes  of  the  Protestant  world  to  the  vast  areas  of  Central 
and  South  America,  as  a  land  white  for  the  harvest  of  Protestant  reapers.     |  g$

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LANDMARKS  OF  ORANGEISM 

AND  DECLARATION  OF  PRINCIPLES  REAFFIRMED  AT  THE  TRIENNIAL 

COUNCIL  MEETING. 

The  "  Landmarks  of  Orangeism  and  Declaration  of  Principles  "  adopted  at 
the  Triennial  Council  meeting,  held  in  the  city  of  Edinburgh,  22nd  July,  1885,  and 
re-affirmed  at  the  meeting  held  in  the  city  of  Toronto  18th  July,  1906,  and  ordered 
to  be  published  in  the  printed  report  of  the  proceedings  and  in  The  Sentinel 
are  as  follows  : 

LANDMARKS  OF  ORANGEISM. 

i.  The  right  of  every  man  to  read  and  search  the  Holy  Scriptures  for  himself, 
that  he  may  learn  from  them  the  truth  which  God  has  been  pleased  to  reveal. 

2.  The  doctrine  that  Justification  is  by  Faith  alone — of  grace  ;  and  that 
man's  salvation  is  to  be  ascribed  to  the  finished  work  of  Christ,  and  to  the  power 
and  love  of  Christ  now  glorified,  and  living  in  Heaven — not,  in  whole  or  in  part, 
to  any  works  of  man  himself  ;  good  works  flowing  from  grace  received,  and  nec- 
essarily flowing  from  it,  but  not  in  any  degree  contributing  to  procure  grace,  or  to 
merit  any  of  the  blessings  of  salvation. 

3.  The  doctrine  that,  in  consequence  of  the  Fall,  all  men  are  by  nature  sinful  ; 
and  that  no  one  can  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  Heaven  without  being  regenerated 
by  the  Holy  Ghost,  by  whom  also  all  true  believers  in  Jesus  Christ  are  sanctified, 
and  so  fitted  for  the  fellowship  of  God,  and  kept,  through  faith,  unto  salvation. 

4.  The  only  proper  object  of  worship  is  God  Himself — Father,  Son,  and  Holy 
Ghost  ;  and  prayer  is  to  be  made  to  God  alone  ;  and  all  prayers  to  the  Virgin,  to 
saints,  angels,  and  the  like,  with  all  veneration  of  images  and  relics,  are  to  be 
abhorred  as  idolatrous. 

5.  The  only  sacrificing  priest  of  the  Christian  Church  is  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
himself,  our  Great  High  Priest,  who  has  passed  into  the  Heavens,  who,  having 
made  one  and  an  all-sufficient  sacrifice  for  our  sins — the  sacrifice  of  Himself — hath, 
entered  into  the  holy  place  not  made  with  hands,  there  to  appear  in  the  presence 
of  God  for  us,  and  ever  liveth,  a  priest  upon  His  throne,  making  continual  inter- 
cession for  His  people  ;  and,  under  Him,  all  His  true  people  are  equally  kings  and 
priests  unto  God,  and  have  equal  and  free  access  unto  God  in  prayer,  and  all  other 
exercises  of  worship. 

6.  Confession  of  sins  is  to  made  to  God  alone,  who  alone  can  forgive  sins  ; 
and  Auricular  Confession  is  to  be  rejected  as  having  no  authority  in  the  Word  of 
God  ;  and,  indeed,  contrary  to  it. 

7.  The  pretended  sacrifice  of  the  Mass  is  impiety,  being  plainly  inconsistent 
with  the  all-sufficiency  of  the  sacrifice  of  Christ,  once  offered  for  the  sins  of  many. 
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8.  The  doctrine  of  Purgatory,  so  fruitful  a  source  of  gain  to  the  Popish  clergy, 
and  a  most  powerful  instrument  for  binding  the  souls  of  the  people  in  slavish  sub- 
jection to  them,  is  to  be  detested  as  a  virtual  denial  of  the  all-sufficiency  of  the 
sacrifice  of  Christ,  and  of  the  free  and  full  forgiveness  of  sins  for  His  sake. 

9.  The  Holy  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments  are  the  only  rule  of 
faith,  the  traditions  of  the  Church  and  the  decisions  of  Councils  and  of  the  Pope 
being  of  no  authority. 

10.  The  pretention  of  the  Pope  to  supremacy  over  the  whole  Church  of  Christ  , 
and  over  the  kings  and  nations  of  the  earth,  as  Vicar  of  Christ,  and  his  pretension 
of  infallibility  in  all  questions  of  faith  and  morals,  are  contrary  to  the  Word  of 
God,  and  are  to  be  utterly  rejected  ;  as  are  also  his  impious  claims  of  power  to 
dispense  with  the  obedience  of  divine  commandments,  and  to  apply  to  individuals 
on  conditions  appointed  by  him,  the  merits  of  Christ  and  of  Saints  by  indulgences. 

11.  Every  man  is  bound  to  keep  the  whole  Moral  law,  which  is  summarily, 
contained  in  the  Ten  Commandments  ;  and  though  none  can  pefectly  keep  it, 
or  establish  his  own  righteousness  before  God  by  any  endeavor  to  keep  it,  yet 
every  true  Christian  desires  and  endeavors  to  keep  it  in  thought,  word,  and  deed, 
constrained  thereto  by  the  love  of  Christ,  and  delighting  to  do  the  will  of  God. 

12.  Loyalty  to  the  lawfully  ruling  Power  and  the  Constitution  of  his  country 
is  the  duty  of  every  one,  a  duty  plainly  taught  in  the  Holy  Scriptures. 

DECLARATION  OF  PRINCIPLES, 

as  setting  forth  in  some  points  more  fully  than  the  Landmarks  do  the  religious 
beliefs  without  which  no  man  can  be  a  true  Orangeman  and  which  are  to  be  con- 
sidered as  professed  by  every  candidate  seeking  admission  into  the  Orange 
Brotherhood,  and  held  by  every  member  of  it  : 

Every  Orangeman  holds  the  doctrines  and  principles  of  the  Reformation  as 
they  are  set  forth  in  the  Confessions  of  the  Protestant  Churches,  adopted  by  these 
Churches  in  the  sixteenth  century,  in  those  main  points  in  which  these  Confessions 
agree. 

Accordingly,  every  Orangeman  believes  : 

That  there  is  One  Living  and  True  God,  the  Creator,  Preserver,  and  Supreme 
Ruler  of  the  Universe. 

That  the  Holy  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments  are  the  Word  of 
God,  the  only  and  all-sufficient  rule  of  faith  and  conduct,  and  that  it  is  the  right 
and  the  duty  of  every  man  to  read  and  search  the  Scriptures,  to  receive  their 
teaching  with  humility  and  thankfulness,  and  to  worship  and  serve  God  as  they 
require  him  to  do. 

That  there  are  three  Persons  in  the  Godhead,  the  Father  ,the  Son,  and  the 
Holy  Ghost,  the  same  in  substance,  equal  in  power  and  glory,  whilst  yet  these 
Three  are  One  God. 
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That  all  men  are  sinners,  and  therefore  under  the  curse  of  God's  righteous  law. 

That  the  only  Saviour  of  sinners,  and  the  only  Mediator  between  God  and 
man,  is  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  who  is  both  God  and  man,  in  two  distinct  natures 
and  one  person. 

That  He,  the  Son  of  God,  and  Second  Person  of  the  Godhead,  having  taken 
upon  Him  our  nature,  magnified  the  law — which  we  had  broken — by  the  obedience 
of  His  life,  and  by  His  death,  enduring  its  penalty  as  a  substitute  for  sinners, 
offering  Himself  once  for  all  a  sacrifice  for  sins  ;  and  that  He  rose  from  the  dead 
on  the  third  day,  and  now  lives  in  Heaven,  in  highest  exaltation,  King  of  Glory, 
all  power  being  committed  to  Him  in  Heaven  and  in  Earth, yet  a  Priest,  upon  His 
throne,  making  continual  intercession  for  His  people. 

That  we  can  obtain  pardon  of  our  sins  and  acceptance  into  the  favor  of  God 
only  through  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  for  His  sake  ;  and  that  every  one  who 
truly  believes  in  Him,  trusting  in  Him  alone  for  salvation,  is  at  once  justified, 
being  freely  and  fully  pardoned  and  accepted  as  perfectly  righteous  for  His  sake, 
and  in  His  righteousness,  and  becomes  a  partaker  of  all  the  blessings  that  flow 
from  God's  grace. 

That  in  consequence  of  the  fall  of  our  first  parents,  all  mankind  are  naturally 
sinful  and  corrupt  ;  and  that  the  soul  of  man  needs  to  be  renewed  after  the  image 
of  God  in  order  to  the  true  serving  of  God,  the  enjoyment  of  the  fellowship  of  God, 
and  the  inheritance  of  glory ;  and  this  renewal  of  the  soul  is  effected  of  the  free 
Grace  of^God,  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  in  regeneration  and  sanctification. 

That  the  souls  of  believers  are  at  their  death  made  perfect  in  holiness,  and  do 
immediately  pass  into  paradise. 

That  there  shall  be  a  resurrection  of  all  the  dead,  and  that  all  men  shall  stand 
before  the  judgment  seat  of  Christ. 

That  the  Moral  Law,  which  is  summarily  contained  in  the  Ten  Command- 
ments, is  binding  upon  all  men. 

That  every  true  believer  in  Christ  desires  and  endeavors  to  keep  this  law,  and 
prays  to  be  enabled  more  and  more  perfectly  to  do  so  ;  although,  through  remain- 
ing corruption,  he  is  unable  to  obey  it  with  a  perfect  obedience. 

That  prayer — which  it  behooves  everyone  continually  to  make,  for  pardon  of 
sins,  for  grace  to  help  in  all  need,  and  for  all  blessings,  both  spiritual  and  temporal 
is  to  be  made  to  God  alone,  to  whom  we  draw  near  through  the  mediation  of  Jesus 
Christ,  and  as  we  are  enabled  by  the  Holy  Ghost.
